test ever waged between capital and 
labor, and placed all the questions in­ 
volved in the struggle into the hands 
of 
the 
arbitration 
com m ission 
ap­ 
pointed by the president of the United 
States. 
W hen the news was flashed 
to the towns and villages down In the 
valleys and on the mountains of the 
coal regions the strike affected inhab­ 
itants heaved a sigh of relief. 
Many 
days have gone by since more w el­ 
com e news was received. 
Everywhere 
there was rejoicing, anti in many places 
the end of the strike was the signal 
for 
impromptu 
town 
celebrations. 
T h e anthracite coal region from Hr 
largest city 
Scranton—down to the 
lowliest coal patch, has suffered by the 
conflict, and everyone now looks tor 
better times. 
While the large army 
of mine workers and their families, 
numbering approximately 500,000 per­ 
sons. are grateful that work is to ne 
resumed on Thursday, tho 
strikers 
have still to learn what their reward 
will be. 
President Roosevelt having 
taken prompt action in calling the ar 
titrators together for their first m eet­ 
ing on Friday, the miners hope they 
will know by Thanksgiving day what 
practical gain they have made. 
The 
vote to resume coal mining was a 
unanimous one and was reached only 
after a warm debate. 
The principal 
objection to Accepting the arbitration 
proposition was that no provision was 
contained to the schem e to take cart* 
of those men who would fail to get 
back their old positions or would bo 
unable to get any work at all. 
The 
engineers and pumpmen get better pay 
than other i lasses of mine workers 
and they did not wish to run the risk
